TAUOMA'S LONE HIGHWAYMAN. 

The Man Who Held Up the Street Car Not 
i Yet Recognized. 

T.'lCom.\, May 23.— The body of the 
liigbwapman who held up the passengers 
on the Tacoma company's tramcar has 
been viewed by tbouaandB at the morgue. 
He was at first thought to have been 
Jack Case, who robbed the Southern I'a- 
cidctniin near Koseberg, Or., in July, 
1805, but a description of Case tele- 
graphed from Portland does not* tally. 
Capt. Thompson and George H, Smith, 
of Clover Creek, both a'ay'tfaat'tbe'^eiad 
.iiaii looks li]tei/EBiHi>*JamSsi:^on'^^^ 
Jaijies, an old Hudson Bay resideiit of 
Steilacoom in early days. A ehingle 
manufacturer named Prcsties says the 
(lead man worked for liiin a sliort time 
ago. 

Superintendent Davie of the tramway 
company, who killed tbe desperado .titer 
the later bad wounded two of the pas- 
sengers, says of thealliiir: 

" Don't you know, I believe that fel- 
low, when he jumped on the ear, took 
me for a green liand that was being brok- 
en in. Why I think so is the way in 
which he ordered m.e to stop tbe car 
from backing dowM hill. When he or- 
dered me to throtv up my hands I ielt 
like taking a chance with him tben« but 
my discretion conquered my valor, and 
up they went. He kept his eye on me, 
though, until be went to work relieTlng 
the passengers, when he took it oiT sev- 
eral times. 1 watched my chance, and 
when he started in on Hacker "I pulled 
my revolver, and, slippinic up the aisle, 
took aim over Hacker's shoulder and fir- 
ed. When Hacker saw the gun be 
jumped to one side, and this, 1 think, 
diacoiicerted niy aim, Well, the rest 
you know. 

" When I first went to the buck cud 
of the car I thought I would let liim go 
on and do his work, as a battle between 
us might result in the death of one of 
the lady passengers or some of the men, 
and then I thought of the badges 1 wear, 
figuring that if be went through me and 
saw tbe ofbcer'a badges be would Icill me 
on the spot. So I just went athim, and, 
as fortune decreed, I got him. 



AN INGtLOIllOUS END. 

A World Famed Swimmer Meets His Fate 
in the Stockton Batlis. 

SrocKTO.v, May 23. — Charles Cavill, 
the AuBtr.alian champion swimmer, who 
recently swam around the Seal rock at 
the Cliir House and across Golden Gate, 
lost bis life last night while swimming in 
Jackson's baths here, Cavill woa liret 
thrown into the water, which is seven 
feet deep, in a sack, and ho cut liitnaelf 
out. He then went in an<i undreasefl in 
the water. Another trick was to lie ou 
the bottom of the tank and wTite on a 
slate in answer to talking, which was 
done successfully. 

The last act was to try to break his 
world's record o£ staying dowa Jonger 
than five fiiinutes and five seconds. To 
do this the swinamer used a weighted 
tank or barrel, which is placed in the 
water during the day and left with suffi- 
cient air lor tbe exiiibitor to breathe for 
several minutes. Cavill dived down and 
went under this tank aa he had planned, 
and became sullbcated, Kahn thinks. 
Natural gas, which is said not to be poi- 
sonous, comes up in the water at Jack- 
eon's baths, and that was under the 
tank or barrel when Cavill thought it 
was good air. When Cavill got under 
tlie tank and breathed the gas he lost 
conBcionsneas, Kahu think.q, and was 
sullbcated, but not drowned. 

When Cavill had, been under. sis min- 
utes Eabn realized that > Bomcithing w.n s 
wrong, and he 'dived Tor himV Kahn 
says HeiBwiam about for a few seconds 
and then i vent' to tbe tank and struck 
one of Cavill's lege. He grabbed it gave 
it a pull, and Civill came toward him 
with a rush, but he was a heavy mau 
and Kahn could not raise hiui to the 
surface. Kahn's first thought when he 
struck the foot was that Cavill bad iiuk- 
ed bim, but be saw almost immediately

, At last week's meeting of tho city 
'council Mayor Houston ui^ed hia veto 
power for tho first time and aroused 
fierce opposition on the part of some of 
tlio aldermen. When the minutes of 
the previous meeting were read, he an- 
iii>unc<.!d that he would veto tho rosolu- 
t|..n which permitted the expenditure of 
mo,.ey bv the public works committee, 



for public improvements under the 
direction of the city eugineer. He held 
that all work was under the direction of 
the mayor, and the resolution usurped 
hia perogativea. A heated discussion 
occurred in regard to the rights 
of the mayor, and Aldennan 
Fletcher said he was not willing to 
serve as alderman if the mayor 
was to run everything. Tho veto of the 
mayor was sustained, although three 
negative votes were cast. Alderman 
Fletcher at once tendered his resigna- 
tion as chairman of the committee on 
public works, as he did not see " what 
use the committee was." 

The licenae by-law provides for a fee 
of $250 every six months for saloons in 
hou'aea of less than 80 rooms; $150 efery 
six months in houaes of 30 rooms or 
more rooms; $iOOflverr six months for 
wholesale houses where no less quantity 
than one pint ia sold ; $50 for every six 
months for wholesalers of not lesa than 
two gallona ; and $100 every six months 
for restaurants selling liquors. 

NEW DENVER. 

The Ledge says : Archibald Campbell, 
late of Roaaland, but whose home is in 
Collingwood,^Ont., arrived in Denver 
about a month ago. Monday morning, 
in company with llni,'h McGillivray, he 
wjjnt to Silverton.

As the per- 
sonal representative of the Kmperor of 
China in the peace negotiations 
with Japan at the close of tlie late v.'ar, 
John W. Foster, formerly Bucietary of 
state under Mr. Harrison, was in a posi- 
tion to apprei'iate tho vast possibilities 
for the profitable investment of Ameri- 
can capital.

THE QUEEN. 



Yesterday Her Gracioua Majesty Queen 
Victoria entered upon ber aeventy-ninth 
year. She was born at Kensington Pal 
ace. May 24, 1819. Her father was Ed 
■Iran], Duke of Kent, fourth son oi 
George III, and her mother Victoria 
Maiy JU)niBa, daughter of Francis, Dulce 
of Saxe-Cobotirg-Saalfleld. Her father 
dieil when she was uight months old, 
and she was reared in semi-secluaion by 
her mother. Probably to this fact the 
elevated tone of her life and the purity 
of ber court were largely due, for Ed- 
■waid, Uake of Kent, was a man of by 
mo means austere morality, and if he had 
lived there is no doubt that the sur 
Totindinpta of the younn princess would 
jfinve been very different from what thev 
Wire. 

Only those who are familiar with the 
hiatory of the courts of Europe during 
the Inat century and the early part of 
the present one can form any adequate 
id«a of the influence oP Victoria's" ex- 
ample in molding English life. In 1851 
Tennyson wrote of hor : 

" Her court was pure: her life scroiif 
God gave her peace; lior land reposed ; 
A thousand claims to reverence closed 
la her as Jlothor, Wile .-ind Queen." 

1 !ie record of peace was not long un- 
bruken, but peace and prosperity at 
home, and Imperial expansion abroad, 
have marked ht r long and illustrious life. 
The years of her infancy belong to his- 
tory. When she was born. Napoleon was 
Btm chafing in exile in St. Helena, and 
ill every seaport of the British lales one 
lui'.'.'it meet the heroaa of the Nile and 
Tr.ifrt;i,'ar. Thousands of those who took 
p.irt in the French revolution wore still 
living, and not a few of the leadera of 
tbe American colonies in their succesa- 
lul struggle for independence. The 
world was only beginning to adjust itself 
li> the nejv conditions which arose out of 
till' social, educational, moral and poii- 
revolutions, which luid their birtli 
in the eighteenth century. In the nearly 
four Ecore years which have passed since 
the little Princess first saw light in Ken- 
Ein(;ton Palace, almost everything that 
we liave in mind when we speak of 
3no<iern civilization has been developed. 
For sixty yearaof this remarkable period 
the (Queen's peraonal influence has been 
a j)otent factor, socially, morally and 
politically, and it is impoaaibli! to e;iy 
what its effect in these respects nuiy not 
have been upon the material progress ol 
mankind. The ruler of the most pro- 
Kreasive and most aggressive of nations, 
she proved herself fully equal to tho 
many exigencies of her iiosition. ft re-

AN'heii a timid maiden receiving 
jiiriri; of the tro:i.endous burden laid 
Uj. ii\ her by the death of iier uncle, 



"William IV, ahe aaked the Arclibiahop 
of Canterbury to pray for bur, she utter- 
ed almost by inspiration the guidine; 
principle pf her life — a sense of responai- 
bility under God to the people who ac- 
knowledged her as Queen. If we lose 
eight of this fact, we fail to read tho 
great lesson of this long life, which has 
been crowned witli so much glbry and 
honor, but with nothing so conspicuous 
as the esteem of the world and jthe loyal 
lovedf^tbe; hundreds of .'millionB, who 
yesterday begih'tfie earth witff prayer 
that her life may bespared for many an- 
other annivoraary. 

Not the leaat remarkable feature of 
this royal life has been her widowhood. 
She was only forty-two years of age 
when^the,Prinjje^Ck>asort died.^ . That is 
to Btty altnoat half her/life has been spent 
in widowhood. There would have been 
nothing snrpriaine if she had sought an- 
other husband ; but, with what we can 
see now waa the highest v.'ipdom, she 
effaced the woman in the queen. Had 
she chosen another course the hiatory of 
her Empire might have been very differ- 
ent. Her life as a widow.has been spot- 
less, even in " that fierce light that beats 
about a throne." In some mysterious 
way " that divinity that doth hedge a 
king " has surrounded hor, to the hap- 
piness of her people, to tho glory of Iier 
Empire and to the advancement of 
Christian civilization 

And so we say once more *' God Save 
the Queen."

TOLL roads: 



Speaking of toll roads the Kootenay 
Mail complains that the Colo.vist wants 
to draw tho public into a discueaion be- 
fore taking a decided stand. Wo plead 
guilty, and, odd as it may seem to the 
Mail, are not ashamed of it. All peo- 
ple paaa through the veally stage of ex- 
iatence, when they think they know 
everything and have not sense enough 
to consult others upon thinga of public 
intereat, and some people never get over 
it. But theCoL'.NisT has reached that 
period of development when it ia not 
ashamed to deal with the public in a 
spint of absolute frankness. It has said 
in plain English that it does not like the 
idea of toll roads as a general proposition, 
but aa roads are needed more rapidly 
than the Province can afford to build 
them, and in places where it may be 
that the govefnment would not be war- 
ranted in building them, it baa thought 
best to propose toll roads as a means of 
temporarily meeting tbe exigencies of 
the case. There is a law on tbe statute 
book providing foranch roads, but it has 
not been acted upon in a" long time. 
From several sections of the Province 
requests have come for permission to 
build such roads, and it is very desirable 
that there should be an expression of 
public opinion on the subjeBt. Tho 
Mail thinks the idea is " antiquated." 
So it is; so is a pack train; 
but even antiriuated things may 
be very much better than nothing at all. 
The question is not what we would like 
to have but what we can get. Wo pro 
pound a few questions to the Mail : 

Is it desirable that the government 
should build a road to every mining 
camp or group of claims? 

Is it desirable to permit private in 
dividuals to build roads for their own 
convenience? 

If private individuals build roads for 
their own convenience ought not other 
persons desiring to use them pay for the 
privilege of so doing? 

Ts it better to have no road at all than 
a toll road? 

Can the provincial revenues stand the 
expense necessary to build every road 
needed during tlio next few years in the 
mining regions? 

We frankly admit tliat we would like 
to know just how people regard these 
questions, and if this is a crime we are 
criminal. But 'we fancy that people, 
who have a modicum of good aenso will 
iigree with us that it ia desirable to have 
a general expression of opinion on ques- 
tions of this nature before acting upon 
them. 




Sh'iv.vroii Mclnnes is doing admirable 
Wfvrk in agitating for a Canadian Mint. 
He recently addressed a meeting of the 
Ottawa Board of Trade on the question 
and made an excellent impreasion. The 
idea is a very good one and appeals to 
the businesa instincts and patriotic aen- 
timent, of tha people.

' IlfDIl IS GBATEFUL. 

I.etter From the Viceroy About Canada's 
ConMbutlon to tbe Famine Fund^ 

The fellowing ia the text of a letter re- 
ceived by the Governor-General of Can- 
ada from the Viceroy of India: 
, Vi';kui;gal Lo^juk, 

8r.Mi,A, April 8th, 18',>7. 
My Deau AiiKUDi;i;.\ : — I have often 
thought of writing to let you know from 
myself how much we all" have appreci- 
ated the sympathy and generosity of 
Canada. We have been taking stock of 
our position on passing the grand total 
01 a crore of rupees, and though cur 
grateful thanks are due to friends all 
over the world, still, outside Great Bri- 
tain, Canada stands first in the aid 
which has been sent ns. Perhaps you 
will pardon me if, as a Canadian-born, I 
mingle a little pride with my gratitude. 

I have no doubt that we owe much to 
your own kindness, for I know how a 
calamity like ours would appeal to you ; 
but from papers I have seen it seems 
clear that the movement in our favor has 
been a popular one in every sense of the 
word, and that cannot fail to enhance 
the value of the gift. 

I think I am entirely justified in say- 
ing that so far as the government is con- 
cerned we are fully prepared for all 
nresent possibilities. Indeed in many 
districts the worst strain is probably 
over. They have had a fair spring crop, 
and by the end of next month they will 
be busy preparing for the summer crop. 
These agricultural operations at once re- 
lieve the situation; for, as I heard it put 
the other day, what we have had to deal 
with has been more of a labor' famine 
than a food famine. ° 

The small proprietors and occupiers of 
the land have, generally speaking, been 
:ible to subsist, though hard pressed by 
high prices; but they have been unable 
to employ oi* feed their laborers; and it 
has been for this class that 
most cases we liave had to provide 
relief works. Except in the districts 
which have suffered most severely, e. g, 
from the failure of more than one crop, 
there seems to be no apprehension that 
a good monsoon will not restore matters 
to pretty much their normal condition 
Bud one of the chief advantages of the 
large charitable fund that has been 
raised will be that we shall be able to 
put the poorer cultivators, whose credit 
18 exhausted, into a position to take full 
advantage of a favorable season, by pro- 
viding plough, cattle, seed, and other 
necessaries of that sort. 

There was a talk at one time of our 
having to import grain from America — 
but as yet the necessity has not arisen. 
There was a good rice crop in Burma, 
it has been very useful ; but though 
we have watched very closely, wo have 
not as yet detected any sign of a general 
'ailure of food sapjjlieg. I have to-day 
a letter from Sandhurst, in which he 
gives a reassuring account in this re- 
spect of the worst districts in the Bom- 
bay presidency. If there was to be an- 
other failure of the monsoon over any- 
thing like the s^me area, we should have 
a very different state of things, and we 
s"hould certainly have to take from you 
and everybody else all that could be 
spared ; but in the meantime there is no 
reason to think that anything so dread- 
ful is impending. ' 

I am inflicting rather a long letter up- 
on you ; but I thought you might like to 
know a little of the vie-.v I take of the 
situation. I don't know liow you get 
any news of Indian afl'airs — f suppose 
through IjOndon — and many of the ac- 
counts which are, to say the least, not 
distinguished for accuracy or impar- 
tiality. I think, however, that all are 
now beginning to recognize, what I have 
"known for months, that the officers on 
the spot have been working throughout 
with a devotion and self-sacrifice that 
could not be exceeded.

In the matter of cargo 
the ship's accommodation.will be wholly 
utilized,^ large portibn being devoted to 
a miscellaneons freight for Northern 
mining caiAps/rom 8imon Leiser of Co. 
of this Oity. The Mexico has coal from 
New Whatcom for the government at 
Juneau, commercial coal for .funeau, 
fifty head of live stock and other general 
freight for the dill'erent points where she 
will call. On the Sth of next month 
the excursion businosa to Alaska 
will begin with the sailing o 
the (iueen which will as usual be de- 
voted exclusively to this trafllc for three 
months endinj; August IS, at which date 
she will be due back on her fifth and last 
trip of the season. The Alaska Com- 
mercial Company's steamer will sail 
from Sitka forUnala'ka, in'Behringsea, 
1,200 miles distant on or about the Sth 
of each iponth making close connections 
with the City of Topeka at Bitfca.as she 
has for the past few months. 
A round trip is made in from 25 to 80 
days, three days of which time is spent 
at Unalaska, from where a side-trip is 
niado to the Boqesloy Volcano, -10 miles 
distant. Stoppagesare made at Yakutot, 
Prince William's Sound, Cook's Inlet, 
Kodiak, I-Carluk and Unqa. Thoratefor 
round trip fare from Sitka, including 
berths and meals on the boat, are $120 
for cabin and $80 for steerage passage. 

THE "SAM ME.VbEl/s'* TKOUllLE. 

The sickness aboard the British bark 
Sam Mendel, in quarantine since Satur- 
day, is an^ attack of smallpox, which 
Capt. i^ewis, the master of the vessel, 
lias now about recovered from. On leav- 
ing Aut6ioga8ta for British Columbia 
there was a passenger on board who was 
on his way North to mine. A few days 
after leaving this man fell sick with 
smallpox and on the 10th day out died. 
A week later Capt. Lewis took sick of 
the same disease, but his trij) having oc- 
cupied over 50 days his case had plenty 
of time for development, and in conse- 
quence he is now considered out of all 
danger. On arriving at quarantine the 
ship and her crew were j)ut through the 
regular courses and it is not probable 
that she wiil bo detained long. Mr. 
Van Rheim, the projjrie'or of the Globe 
hotel, who with the owner of the launch 
which bore him out to the vessel just as 
Dr. Watt was making his examination of 
her, was taken to quarantine, was allowed 
his liberty again after getting a sulphur 
bath and being vaccinated. In addition 
to the smallpox excitement there was a 
special attraction out at \Villiam Head 
yesterday morning in the 6hape of a 
small fire, which fortunately waa extin- 
guished before damage was done. The 
fire was aboard the Sam jAIendel, anil 
the Lome was summoned by telejilimu", 
but luckily by the time she was rc-ady to 
leave the outer wl.iirf another telephone 
message was received stating her ser- 
vices were not required.

THE PLEBISCITE 



About the Direct Taxation That Would 
Result From Prohibition. 

To THE Editor : — Your leader in Fri- 
day's issue of the Colonist and under 
the head of " The Proposed Plebiscite " 
i.s of vital importance to evcrv citizen. 

The collection of $,^,000,000 loaa the prc- 
aent cost of collecting; tfie eanie will 
malin a inatiM-ial did'cience in the system 
ol ta.xaiioii if prohiliilioii is adopted, l)ut 
after all it is tliu jieoplB who pay the 
taxes and each a chain^e would aimjdy 
mean the Hhiftint; of .fS, 000,000 now paiil 
by those who drink and distributing it 
eijually over tlie whole iiojnilation , each 
one of which liavinf; the right to con- 
tribute their just proportion towards the 
government of the country. In another 
column Mr. Laurier is reported to have 
pointed out forcibly that " if the people 
of this country want prohibition they 
m-.iat j)repare to pay $8,000,000 indirect 
taxes" and that "there will be large ad- 
ditional taxation for all the temperance 
people of the country." Suppose the 
prohibitory liquor law to go in force in 
hSD.S and a direct lax levied on those who 
contributed the .$8,000,000 in 1897 to 
make good the loaa to the revenue of tlie 
e.~kci8e and duty, which would bo the 
darkest jiicture that could be ))ortrayed 
against such a [u-oposition ; but even 
tiion, allowing the direct tax In lieu of 
the custoina revenue to bo one-fifth of 
the drink bill, the man heretofore spend- 
ing if 100 for drink would pay over and 
aliove his ordinary taxes $'J0 but would 
have $80 to spend on little shoes, school 
books or back debts as the case might- 
be, but much less. a hardship would it 
bo when every citizen contributed his 
just proportion. According to Mr. Lau- 
rier tlie chief aufl'erora would bo tho tem- 
perance jieople, but even they will 
lie more tlian compensated by the 
lessening of contributions to char- 
itable inatitutiona besides tho many 
who now squander their mea.u.s 
in drink will be able to pay their bills. 
If the friends of prohibition only are ap- 
pointed .IS police your suggestions re- 
garding the cost of . policing the whole 
country may be modified. As to how 
the municipal revenue would ho affect- 
ed, I refer you to "Glasgow. Its I\luni- 
cipal Orgauization and Adniiniatration," 
by Sir James Bell, Lord Provost of Glas- 
gow,' pago.llO.i.where; he states: "It is 
safe to say '. that were the drink elimi- 
nated from the cityat least three-fourthE 
of the duty of the magistrates would dis- 
appear, for it cannot be doubted thattli<! 
bellicoae and outrageous liehavior of a 
largo i)ortion of tho lighting and rioting 
otl'enders is directly due to tho excite

TRA.IL-ROBSON HALLWAY. 

An Important Link in the Highway Through 
Kootenay About Completed. 

The new standard gauge railroad from 
Trail to Kobson will be completed in live 
or six weeks, aays the Ilossland Miner, 
Tlie road starts on the plateau on which 
ia built the Trail smeller, and here there 
is abundant room for the yards, which 
are now beiu},' laid out. Nearly tho 
wliole of the smelter plateau will be oc- 
cupied by llie Biiielter works and the 
two lailroails that terminate there. After 
the road crosaea Stony creek it linda an 
easy trrade down to the river bank, 
which it reaches in about two iiiilea. 
When tho grade gets down to the river's 
level, tliat is on to the first bench above 
llie mines, the ascending grade ia the 
Eaino as that of tho river, which ia 
scarcely jierceptible, and this it keeps 
all the way to Robson. Mr. Tye, the 
chief engineer of the road, was fortunate 
in havini; for most of the distance an 
easy country through which to locate his 
line. Any dose obHCrver is imniediale- 
ly impreaaed witli the thouirht that t.he 
road baa been built for iiormanency and 
heavy tradie. Itia thorou^^hly subatan- 
tial in all its delaila and when it ia lin- 
iahed it will be a credit lo lirilish Col- 
umbia. 

The scenic features will lie excellent. 
Starting north from Smeltor hill, above 
Trail, the traveler over tbia line will 
have the beaiitiful Oohimhia far below 
him to the right, while beyond are some 
high and very picturesque .mountains. 
Uy and by he will get down close to the 
great river and ride along it weat bank, 
croasimr every now and then a roaring 
mountain stream coming down from the 
high snow-clad rangcBi tO.thB.west. It 
will be an. attractive ride all the way up 
to Kobaon. 

What the road 13 going to do when it 
gets to Kobson iaaqiieation not yet an- 
swered. Perhaps it is to co on to Uouu- 
dary and perhana not. Wa aliall know 
prettv Eoon. One thing -is certain^so 
well constructed a road as this was never 
intended simply to run between Trail 
aud Robson.

Tbe more development work is douo 
upon ToxailiL isliind, tli« Rveiiter has be- 
come till'. I'lJitiiinty that upon tho island 
there are otlier properties besides the 
now famous Van Anda and the Victoria 
mine that will turn out remarkably well 
and brihp! up the amount of ore shipped 
soon to very larjje proportions. Ainoni: 
tlipse properties are the Kaven and Cop- 
per and Gokl Company's group consiat- 
ing of the Raven, .foan and Chief and the 
Spratt Copper it GoldCompany'sclaims, 
the Sampson, i'eaeock and Iron Mask. 
All of the devclopnient work done by 
these two companies has been placed 
upon tlie Kaven, it being the first of 
these claims located. Tiie shaft on the 
Kaven is now down 115 feet, witli 8 feet 
of ore, from which two satisfactory ship- 
ments have beeo made. A correspond- 
ent writes: 

•' I am informed tliat tlie assay value 
of the ore from the shaft runs !f42 per 
ton. Tunnel No. 1 lias been driven in 
125 feet on tlie south of tlie creek and 
about 85 feet lower than the outcrop at 
the shaft. On the north side tunnel Xo. 
2 was driven 06 feet to crosscut the vein 
which it intersected. They then tun- 
nelled to the left and drifted on the 
vein, and last week were in 35 feet 
in G feet of fine coppor ore with only the 
hanging wall in sight. This wall 
pitches to the south and has a dip of 
about 80 degrees. A shaft and ore 
house, fan and blacksmith shop have 
been completed, and the site for the en- 
gine is being levelled. A good wagon 
road has been built from tlie bay 1,000 
feet to the Kaven shaft, and also extends 
further south to the Samson and .loau 
discoveries. 

" Tlie Raven shaft is about 100 feet 
above sea level, the formation being por- 
phyry and iron capping carrying copi)t'r 
pyrites. On the Samson and Joan the 
iron capping shows fine copper pyrites 
on the surface. The largest iron out- 
crops are seen iipon the Chief and Iron 
Mask.. The Raven lead, as it is now 
called, baa been located by actual sur- 
veys for one and a half miles, and claims 
have been staked on the extension run- 
ning southeasterly for three miles. The 
prospectors have travelled the lead and 
found iron capping for live miles, the 
last find being the Faith and Charity, 
staked by Messrs. Cotton andlleyland. 

" Timber is plentiful and easy of ac- 
cess, and McLeod creek, which (lows 
through the Raven property, afl'ords 
good water power for the various pur- 
poses for which it may be needed. On 
the adjoining properties, tl;e Butterfly, 
Woodpecker, Castaway, Sandfly an(l 
Comet, the individual owners 
are busy doing their assess- 
ment work and have struck gouil 
copper ore. Now that the north end of 
the island is about all staked* the pros- 
pectors have begun to work towards the 
south end and quite a number of loca- 
tions have been staked during the past 
two months. The weather is now set- 
tled and the prospectors are increasing 
in number." 

The progress in mining development 
on Texada, and the certaiuty that there 
will be very lively times there in the 
future, has led to the plotting of a town- 
site, and the lota are now upon the 
market. The name of the town is Tex- 
ada City. It is on Sturt bay, which is 
.practically the only harbor on the 
island, and closely adjoins the Van Anda 
mines, which will ship from it. A good 
wharf is now in course of erection at the 
bay, and a beginning has been made at 
road-making. A hotel is in course of 
erection, and it is to be a present 
to the first three hundred purchasers of 
lots who will themselves decide as 
to the manner in which the 
nltimaleownerahip of it shall he settled.

The deal has just 
been closed, I am informed on the very 
best authority, but no official an- 
uouncenu'iit of the sale lias yet 
been made, liepreaentatives of the 
lOverett smelter liuve made careful ex- 
aminations of tliB mines several timus 
lately and are satisfied thej' have ac- 
quired one of the best mines in the Kas- 
lo-Slocan country. The Whitewater 
mine only came into prominence about 
a year a>;o. The first important work 
was dune it in 181)3. Manager J. G. 
Eaton, who owns one-third of it, and 
therefore receives over .$100,000 for his 
interest, has always had the utmost 
■faith in the mine, and to his energy is 
mainly due the successful development 
of the property. The other owners of 
the mine were: J. L, Hetallack, J. L.

The work 
has been of great benefit to the residents 
of this section, and to laboring men. To 
the latter the manager has been most 
considerate. Even when it waa not de- 
sirable to increase the force, it is said 
no man that tramped his way np in 
search of work was -turned away without 
at least a few days' work. 

At the CJariboo mine 2,000 inches of 
water ia being steadily thrown with 
tremendous force against the heavy 
banks of gravel, and forcing it down 
through the flumes. The sluices, when 
tiio water ia turned oil", shows large 
quantities of amalgam in place, and tlie 
ground showing for tlie mine ia lirst- 
class. As is often said of this inagniii- 
cent, jiropert}', when the time comes the 
dividend will he aslunishiiii;, for no good 
mine ever opunud,- not barring the fam- 
ous liloomiield, with its record of •'fllf),-

such a manner that permanence and 
durability ia the result. The mine will 
make a good output this season, but will 
not reach high water mark in produc- 
tion yet for several years, until the bot- 
tom gravel is brought up.
